EARLY OR SUMMER APPLES 


Yellow Transparent. Skin clear yellow, 
flesh white, flavor slightly acid, size me- 
dium. The most popular early green Apple. 
The tree is hardy, somewhat dwarf and 
bears when very young. An excellent filler, 
good keeper and shipper. 


Varieties are listed in about the order 
in which they ripen. 


Lodi. Same quality and flavor as Yellow 


Transparent but much larger and more 
firm. The tree is more spreading and vigor- 
ous, bears early and more regularly. The 
fruit is a better shipper and does not show 
bruising so badly. Ripens a few days 
after Transparent, but because of its size 
can be picked with that variety if desired. 
Lodi should be interplanted for best re- 
sults. 


Anoka. Called the “Old Folks Apple’ be- 


cause It comes into bearing at an early age, 
often having some fruit the second year 
after planting. It is very resistant to cold. 
Bears heavily. Fruit is good size, colored 
red with yellow streaks, ripens in mid- 
summer, and is fine for cooking. The tree 
does not grow so large as some others. 


Early Red Bird. Among the earliest to ripen 


and a fine Apple. Flesh is white, juicy, and 
slightly tart, tender and crisp. A very 
good variety, and like Transparent, bears 
heavily on young trees. An early red Apple 
of good size and quality. Good shipper. 


Early Harvest. One of the old favorites in 


early summer Apples. Trees very vigorous 
and productive. Fruit tender, with yellow 
skin. Good for eating and cooking. Very 
popular for home orchards. 


Early McIntosh. Flesh white, tender, juicy, 


and of fine flavor. A thrifty grower and 
a regular bearer.

ABOUT POLLINATION 


: Although most varieties of Apples will produce a few 

fruits in most years and some varieties will produce a 
fair crop in favorable years when self-pollinated, all 
varieties benefit by cross-pollination. It is good prac- 
tice, therefore, to plant not more than two to four rows 
of one variety in a block, alternating with desirable 
pollinating varieties. 

Good results may be anticipated where any two or 
more of such standard commercial varieties as Mc- 
Intosh, Grimes, Jonathan and Delicious are planted 
together,

Quality in Peach trees is not a mere matter of the size of the trees 
at the time of purchase. It includes the horticultural skill, knowledge, 
care and personal integrity actually employed from the securing of 
the Peach seed to the delivery of the stock. 


Peaches are one of America’s best-paying crops. While the trees prefer a well- 
drained, sandy loam, they will adapt themselves to almost any well-drained loca- 
tion if given proper care. Varieties are listed in about the order in which they ripen, 
though some overlap. 

Spraying is necessary for Peaches if best results are desired. Ask your state en- 
tomologist to send you full instructions and tell you where to get machines and 
materials. Careful spraying means profit in Peach growing. 


Mayflower. The earliest Peach, but blooms late and is seldom damaged by frost. 
Size medium, round; bright red all over; ripens well to the seed. Tender, juicy, 
excellent flavor. Tree bears young; very prolific. Clingstone. 


Red Bird. One of the best early Peaches. Bright red color, with good flavor. Good 
shipper. Used as a commercial variety in the South. Fruit is large, white fleshed, 
overspread with bright glowing red. Earliness, high color, and productiveness 
make it very profitable. Clingstone. 


Dixired. Medium size, yellow clingstone. Flesh firm but melting; good flavor. 
Acquires its attractive red blush long before it is ready to pick. Promising early 
shipper. 

Jerseyland. Introduced by the N. J. Peach Council as an early, large, firm, attrac- 
tive yellow-fleshed freestone ripening a few days before Golden Jubilee. It hangs 
well to the tree and is an excellent shipper. Tree is hardy, sets fruit buds freely 
and comes into bearing early. Recommended for trial in sections where Peaches 
are profitable. Tree supply very limited. 

Dixigem. A splendid new early variety. Ranks high for commercial and home use, 
for both freezing and canning. This Peach has excellent color, firm yellow flesh, 
and handles well. Ripens about June 20 to July 10. Freestone. Our buds were 
taken from bearing trees in Fort Valley, Ga., where it originated. 


Red Haven. Promising new early yellow for home use or commercial markets. 
Extra early (a month before Elberta), brilliant in color and fine flavored, bemng 
very sweet, juicy, and fine textured. An excellent shipper with very firm flesh 
and tough skin; perfect freestone, medium to large.

FIELD CULTURE—BLACKBERRIES AND DEWBERRIES 


Plant in rows 7 feet apart, with plants set 4 feet apart in the rows (1,555 
plants to set an acre at given distances). 

Plow a furrow about 5 or 6 inches deep or dig holes 6 inches deep and 6 
inches square. Spread roots, fill hole with soil; firm well. Cut stock after 
planting approximately 2 inches above ground level. Let them grow and 
the following spring cut the new growth back one-third, leaving two-thirds 
of the seaon’s growth for production of berries. After fruiting cut all fruiting 
canes out and burn them. Cultivate occasionally and follow same procedure 
each year, allowimg about six to ten canes on each plant to stand for fruiting 
each season.

In no case will our liability be more than the original 
invoice value. No nursery stock is sold under a guarantee to live, except with the under- 
standing that, if it dies, it will be replaced as soon as possible, at not less than 50% of 
purchase price. Claim for replacement must be made in writing within thirty days 
after receipt of plants.
